THE DISCO VKKISllS OF A US- 
TKAL1A. 


Australia, the great disvision of the 


globe, began to bo discovered and the 
South SIM wore known to the Europe- 
ans. 
Magellan, who first undertook it 


voyage round the world, ^ad promised 
tlio iS]iiini«h monnrch, into whoso &or- 
vicu ho entered when he left the Portu- 
gese, that lie would urrive at the Mp- 
UioCTB by sailing 
westward. 
On this 


voyago; ho discovered, March lith, 1521, 
the 
Ijiidrones, or Mariana Islands, a 


group whicli constitutes a part of Aus- 
tralia. 
Magellan must, 
therefore, bo 


regarded as the first discoverer of this 
portion of the globOj and opened the 
wayj'or tho subsequent discoveries in 
this 
(junrter. 
Three hundred years 


elapsed before nil the islands, which 
now pass under tho name of Australia, 
were known to J'juropunns. 
After Ma- 


gellan, the Spanish navigators contin- 
ued 
the process of discovery in this 


part of the world, particularly Alvtiro 
dc Mi'nddiui, who, in tho last part of 
the sixteenth century, discovered tho 
Solomon Islands, and tho Marquesas, 
iind passed through the Society and 
Friendly Islands, w i t h o u t seeing them. 
Korwinduz do Quii'os, who had iieeom- 
panii'il him on his third \oyage, took a 
soiillu'ily direction, and 
liit upon the 


part df the South Sea which contains 
the must ishiuls. 
I hi iniulo known to 


tho world the Society Islands and Ter- 
ra del I'Jspiritu iSimto,

teontli century, tlm Dutch begnh I i ex- 
plore this pint of the ocean, and, be- 
sides neveral smaller islands, discovered
